all the facilities 1 possessed, making money, the
cliief corner-stone of statesmuanship, was painfully
slow. My ambition was Lo become o statesinan, and
recelve the applanse of my countrymen; but as they
would elect me only by paylng for thelr votes, and
applanud me only as 1 promised them offices, I found
it necessary to flud somo more rupil way of gettiug
money in my purse,

It 18 doe to truth
to say that Father Abruham reluctantly put me
in his Cabinet, aud gludly turned me out the first
chance he got, An obstinate and discordant Con-
gress oensured me, by resoluilon, for wasting the
public money upon friends and relations, and capiral-
i5ts hud the audncity to refuse loans to our struggling
Government unless the wholesale stesling of the
War Department should he arvested, I resigned,
After the President ind dismissed me, | thought it
proper to tender my cordlal resignation, and it was
gratefnily scoepted. (Applanse.) T wept to Russin,
but found nothing to my taste there, The Emperor
Had removed the crown jewels 1o Siberla, and cons
tracts were not to be had,

In 15863 a vacancy oceurred ln the United States
Senate, and [ returned home to look after it, 1 ¢ol-
lected all the money I could from contractors, and
lonned much of it to legislative candidates, some-
times even without security, and tried to carry the
Legislature, but the people were unappreciative,
und elected one Democratic majority. 1 resolvod to
Lbuy one of the majoriey ; 1 assessed the cost (§20,000),
with lifty per cent. excess to cover Incidontals, from
my pet contractors, and hired Mr, Boyce to give me

the money 1 had eollected, and narrowly es-
caped disgrace. Another nvestigation was had,
and another mallgnont charge of rascality was
trumped up against me to distigare the vecords of
onr State.
